the railroads in W estern trunk 
line territory the commission also de­ 
clined to approve the proposed ad­ 
vances in commodity rates. 
The car­ 
riers in both cases are required to can­ 
cel on or before March IO their ad 
vanced tariffs and restore their former 
rates, which are the rates now in ef­ 
fect. 
If this requirement be not com­ 
plied with the commission w ill issue 
a formal order suspending the pro­ 
posed advances and putting into ef­ 
fect the existing rates for at least two 
years. 
In the case of the railroad commis­ 
sion of Texas against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railw ay and oth­ 
er carriers, known popularly as the 
Southwestern rate case, the commis­ 
sion declined to disturb the commodity 
rates or the first class rates com­ 
plained of.
